• Applicant argues: "As can be seen in Gill's FIG. 4, layer 142 is a 
ferromagnetic layer that, together with layer 134, forms a synthetic 
antiferromagnetic structure that is exchange coupled through seed layer 
130 to free layer 68, the full structure being designated as 120 in Gill's 
FIG. 4. Because layer 142 is part of a synthetic antiferromagnetic 
structure, each instance of layer 142 operates independently of the other, 
there being little or no magnetic field between the two instances of layer 
142 that are shown in FIG. 5. This makes it impossible for layers 142 to 
serve as additional bias layers." 

• Examiner's position: layer 142 is made of CoPtGr (Column 5 line 65 to 
column 6, line 5), which creates a magnetostatic bias (Column 1, line 65 
to column 2, line 3). It clearly shows that this is a bias layer. The other 
features in Applicant's argument were not recited in claim. In response to 
applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., the features recited above) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
